WWLeaks has released a classified US rrilrtary video depicting the 
incfsairrinate slaying cf ever a dozen people in the Iraqi sububof New 
Baghdad — inducing two Reuters news staff. Reuters has been trying to 
obtain the video through the Freedom of Irfcrmation Ai, without success 
since the time of the attack. The video, shot from an Apache helicopter 
gun-site, dearly shews the unprovoked slaying of a wcurded Reuters 
employee and his rescuers. Two young children involved in the rescue 
were also seriously wounded For further information please visit the 
sped ad project website v.
